L. Hopkins, federal emergency relief 
adm inistrator, told state relief direct­ 
ors from the mid-west in a conference 
at Indianapolis, Iud. 
“We get all balled up because we 
get too formal about it,” said Mr. 
Hopkins. “In fact, it is fairly simple. 
These destitute families must hat.* 
some land, or some new land. 
You 
rent land, you buy land, you get land 
a hundred and one different ways. 
You dicker for land, and I can see 
th at going on now1, especially down 
south. 
All over the south. 
“Another thing th at we will get too 
formal about, and get to scaring i>eo- 
ple to death,” said the adm inistrator, 
“is building a new house for a man, 
ju st a simple house. 
It is amazing 
how many of these people will build 
their own houses if they have half a 
chance. 
They can repair houses, they 
can put on new roofs. 
“As for tools and equipment and 
livestock, te North Carolina 
Relief 
Adm inistration 
bought, 
a 
thousand 
milles last winter. They buy chickens, 
cows, and farm equipment that the 
fam ily may need and they give it or 
lend it to the family, depending on 
w hat seems best.’’ 
Six hundred thousand farm fami­ 
lies are on the relief rolls, and Mr. 
Hopkins said it is not likely they will 
acquire 
an 
“independent 
economy” 
merely by work on the land. 
“I belief that along with that there 
has got to bi* an opportunity to earn

Gasoline Tax Collections 
Showing Big Increase 


Austin, Texas, May 16.—The new 
Texas gasoline tax enforcement law 
rounded out its first full year of op­ 
eration with a smashing 29 per cent 
increase in revenue to the state dur­ 
ing the first quarter of 1934, the Tex­ 
as Good Roads Association announced 
today 
from 
quarterly 
figures 
of 
Comptroller George IL Sheppard. 
Combined gasoline tax collections 
for the months of January, February 
and March exceeded the total for the 
same period last year by $1,269,872, 
Comptroller Sheppard reported. 
This 
brought the full twelve months’ recov­ 
eries to more than $4,250,000 above 
the previous period. 
It was on March 21, 1933, that the 
potent new law was w ritten onto the 
statute hooks as an emergency mea­ 
sure.

Farms Are Approved 


Mr. 
A. F. Collier, secretary-treas- 
urer of the production credit associa­ 
tion, has received word from S. B. 
Garwood, 
production credit commis­ 
sioner of the F arm Credit Adminis­ 
tration 
in 
AA’ashington, 
I). Cb, that 
about $25,(XKI,OOO in production loans 
and 
approvals 
have 
already 
been 
granted 
thru (associations and 
that 
the volume of loans is expected to in­ 
crease as the season advances. 
"A part of this money has been I 
paid out in AA’ise codify,” Mr. ( ’oilier ! 
said. “From its offices in Fort AA’or th 
the association is now making an in­ 
creasing number of loans to farm ers I 
in Johnson, Parker, AA'ise and Tar- 
rant 
counties, 
for 
the 
purpose 
of » 
growing crops 
and 
for 
purchasing I 
work-stock and farming supplies for 
the seasons operations. 
The loans 
art* made on crop 
and 
chattel se­ 
curity. 
“A number of the loans are tieing 
made on the installm ent basis," Mr. 
(’oilier added. 
“An applicant's loan 
may he approved in the full amount, 
hut paid out in installments as need­ 
ed during the season, the object being 
to enable I lit* borrower to save on in­ 
terest costs and be sure of having the 
money when he needs it throughout 
the season to finish his crops or livt*- 
stock, operations. The interest rate on 
loans, 
recently reduced 
to 50. 
per 
cent per annum, is charged only for 
%the time the money is being used and 
payable when the loan is due. 
Some 
farm ers are saving from one-fourtli 
to one-half on interest costs by get­ 
ting loans on an 
installment basis. 
For instance, if a farm er obtains an 
approval of a loan of $1200 to he paid 
out in six equal advances— $2<Ht every 
2 months-—his total interest cost at 
tho end of tin* year Is $38.48, compar­ 
ed to $(>(>.00 he would pay if lie ob­ 
tained $1200 in a lump sum—a direct 
saving of $27.52. 
“Another new feature of tho pro­ 
duction 
loans 
allows

farm er or 
stockman to apply fur a loan and es­ 
tablish ti lino cf credit which is used 
to make cash purchases of livestock
